Finally she con- 
feswcl that a chemical solution had been 
used to wash the faces of the notes and 
make them perfectly clean.. Thus she 
was in the habit of taking $1 bills and 
changing them into larger denomina 
tions. The government authorities re- 
leased her-in return for this valuable 
information and for telling them what 
the solution was. However, they had 
her shadowed by detectives and finally 
caught her with $17,000 worth, of coun- 
terfeit money in a box. She was found 
guilty, upon seven different indictments 
for counterfeiting and was sentenced to 
eight years in the state prison, where 
she finally (lied.

Ono of t:ho cleverest tricks ever played 


ou Uriclo.fcJaia was inventedby a woman 
who lived in Philadelphia.. Her plan 
was to take $10 and $20 goldpieces and 
witli a small drill worked by steam 
power to bore out the iiisides-and then 
refill thorn vrith some base inetal, being. 
very carefel that they shtinld weigh ex- 
•aotly the right amount v/hen she had 
finished. Tiiia flhc R.ocomplished by drill- 
ing through (ho milled edge of the coin, 
and .then; after filling the hole, cover it 
with a, little of the extracted gold. 
In 


this way she mado §7. CO on every eagle 
and about $11} on every double eagle. 
The officials- of the secret service say 
that this is the safest, device ever in- 
vented for cheating the treasury. 


Counterfeiting is very apt. to run in 


families. This, of course, is natural, as 
a father brings up his son or daughter 
to follow hia profession. 
Women who 


would otherwise be good are often led 
into this sort of crime by marrying men 
who carry it on as a business. But some- 
times it works tho other way—women 
teach their husbands how to -make false 
money. This is wh-it.. happened wnen 
Ben Boyd married Mary Ackermau of 
Indiana. Her father was ono of the 
most successful counterfeiters of his day, 
and his daughter had a thorough ac- 
quaintance with the art. Mrs. Boyd 
carefully taught her husband all the se- 
crets of the trade, and he became one of 
the most famous forgers of the age. ' 
. They carried on tho business with 
such a high degree of skill that .they 
wero not captured for years, and when 
at last the secret service Hawkshaws did

When their 
house was 


searched, $8,000 in good money was 
found. This small amount was all.the 
money they had accumulated during all 
their years of crime. Of course the offi- 
cers could not touch it. Afterward suffi- 
cient evidence was secured to convict 
them, and they wero sent to prison. 
They both claimed to be converted while 
in state prison, and nf ter their release 
settled in Chicago, where they appar- 
ently lived an honest life. 


A case that annoyed the secret service 


very much was that of a woman who 
employed a clever dodge. She went to a 
large.shop and selected a valuable shawl. 
To pay for this she ha-nderl the clerk a 
United States treasury note for $1,000. 
He took the money and disappeared, not 
returning for several minutes. When he 
came back, she asked him why he had 
kept her waiting, and ho confessed that 
ho had taken'the bill to a bank near by 
to be sure that it was good. She4>re- 
tended to be very angry and said that 
she would not buy the shawl ou any ac- 
count and walked out of the shop. A 
little later in the day she returned and 
said that as she could not find any other 
shawl that suited her > as well in the 
other shops she had decided to take it 
in spite of the insult offered her. She 
gave him the §1,000 bill, and, getting 
the shaw^and tHb change, left the chop. 
The owner "of the shop afterward discov- 
ered that the uota he finally accepted 
was a counterfeit; Tho first hill had 
been good, but ou her return she gave1 
him the false one, which was a wo?i- 
derfully clever imitation. Tho secret 
service was much agitated about this 
and several others of tho §1,000 bills 
which' turned up, but they have since 
captured the plates. 


Practically every gang of counterfeit- 


ers ever arrested has had women asso- 
ciates. In tho office of the secret service 
in Washington there is a large frame, 4 
feet square, filled with the photographs 
of women who have either made or 
passed false money. Men almost always 
employ their wives or daughters for the 
purpose of "shoving" their counterfeits. 
—Washington Post 


Set Oat* Trees In tho Spring. 


Spring is a better time to set trees 


than fall, because at that season trees are 
beginning to grow and will, therefore, 
be in aconditipn to respond more readi- 
ly to treatment, while in fall they are 
unlikely to establish themselves before 
cold weather sets in. Preserve the roots 
to the fullest possible extent and do not 
disturb the tree until after it has ripen- 
ed and has abed its foliage. If the roots 
are cut away, as they almost invariably 
are in spring planting, be- sure to cut 
back the top proportionately.—Eben'E. 
Besford in Ladies' Home Journal.

CHANBLEE'S SPEECH. 


" One of the most remarkable events 


of last week." says Senator Stewart's 
paper, "was the great bimetallic speech 
ot Senator Chandler. He portrayed in 
graphic language the miseries which 
the human raoe must suffer if the 
single gold standard is maintained. 
He proved by reason and authority 
that bimetallism is practicable and that 
it has been maintained for thousands of 
years, and that the restoration would 
be an unestimable boon to the suffer- 
ing masses. The speech is B valuable 
contribution to the literature on the 
subject oT tree coinage, but his met bod 
of obtaining free coinage was au nr.er- 
nalionil agreement, a scheme lhat 'ms 
been tried for twenty-five yenra and 
utterly failed. His position that the

LICENSING THE BALK «>F -CIGAR- 


ETTES AMD OJGAKETTE PAP1SK. 


The bill introduced by Allen ,of 


Eureka licensing the sale of cigarettes 
£nd cigarette papers has been approved 
by the Governor and is now a law of 
the State. 
It provides that all per- 


sons, firms or corporations engaged in 
dealing, selling, giving away or offer- 
ing to sell cigarettes or cigarette papers 
shall take out a quarterly license for 
which the sum of $15 must be paid in 
advance. It prohibits the sale of those 
articles to any person under twenty- 
one years of age Under penalty of not 
less than $100 nor more than $500 for 
each offense. 


While the sentiment was decidedly 


in favor of prohibiting the selling or 
giving away of cigarettes or cigarette 
paper it was the concensus of opinion 
that it could not be done and that the 
only practicable method of restricting 
the evil was to license both the sale of 
cigarettes and the paper 
used 
in 


making tbem and bring the business 
\yithin the control of the authorities. 


It is now a misdemeanor punishable 


by fine to sell or give away cigarettes 
or cigarette paper without a license or 
to sell or give away either to any per- 
son under twenty-one years of age.

If prosperity does not 
come then, why the people must wait 
until the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to retire the greenbacks 
and silver currenc-y from circulation 
and to sell the silver bullion in the 
treasury at public auction. If all this 
does not bring prosperity then Tom 
Keed will doubtless tell the people that 
the cause of the trouble is because they 
do not borrow money fast enough. 
They must hunt up Mr. Rothschilds 
and Asa Fisk, sell more mines and put 
more propeity in "soak," and get the 
money in circulation. 


Mr. Editor, those are the methods by 


which the advocates of che gold stand- 
ard propose to restore prosperity. Al 
least 99 per cent of their predictions in 
the past h&ve never been verified and 
present indications are that there will 
not be even ono per cent of their 
present forecasts come true.

We also parted 
with an enormous amount of municipal 
county, state and coporation bonds to 
the Europeans. What have we got to 
show for this immense trade balance 
and transfer of mines and bonds to 
i uropean ownership? We are simply 
credited with having paid up the in- 
terest on the bonds already held by 
aliens. 


To a casual observer it looks like 


this kind of financiering will soon make 
TJM>«W Ouui a pauper. No wonder tha 
Gazette is surprised at the suioidal 
mania spreading over the country. If 
the gold standard continues much 
longer suicide will become epidpmic 
and the services of the coroners and 
undertakers will be taxed to their ut- 
most.

FORTY-THIRD DAY. 


The Work Done by the Senators 


and Assemblymen Yes- 


terday. • 


G ARSON, March 1,1897. 


The afternoon session of the Senate 


was entirely occupied in the considera- 
tion of the Reno Incorporation bill. It 
hadbeenreported by a divided Judiciary 
Committee, three in favor of and two 
against. A number of persona from 
Eeno were here both for and against 
the mensure, and they lost no time on 
either side in the advocacy of their 
side of. the question. Both parties in 
interest were anxious us to the out- 
come and when the measure came up 
on its final passage the points made 
and 
dilatory motions were closely 


watched. 


An amendment waa proposed to sub- 


mit, the choice of the Council to the 
psoplo of R'no ut a special election, 
but was lost by a vote of 9 to 6, Comiup, 
Kaiser, Learitt, Lord, Wilson and Mills 
voting in favor of the amendment. 


The vote then came on the passage of 


the bill and was passed by a vote of 
12 to 3, Kaiser, Leavitt and Lord voting 
nay. 


Ooinina then gave notice that he 


would move for a reconsideration of 
the vote whereby the hill passed on to- 
morrow. 


The advocates of the bill were en- 


thusiastic, believing that they have won 
a victory, while the opponents are 
somewhat 
disgruntled, but 
satisfy 


themselves with the claim that when 
the matter of issuing bonds is sub- 
mitted to the people they will knock it 
ont. 


Stoddard's bill amending Section 5 of 


the Purity of Elections law caused 
something of a flurry in the House.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


i The Business Transacted l>y the Board 


Yesterday. 


The Bonrd of County Commissioners 


met yesterday in regular session. 
Present, a full Board, with Distrust At- 
torney Julian, Clerk Porter arid Sheriff 
Melnuis iu attendance. 


Among the first business transacted 


was to nx the,tax levy for the present 
year. Earing the consideration of this 
matter tbo School Trustees of Reno, 
consisting of Messrs. Webster, Jameson 
and Boalt, together v.>ith 
Professor 


Bray, appeared and asked to be heard 
specially regarding the rate for general 
school purposes of the county. They 
offered estimates of the needs for 
school' purposes, and strongly urged 
that the rate be increased from 20 
cents on the one hundred dollars, as it 
was last year, to 25 cents this year. 


The Commissioners gave respectful 


attention, and a friendly exchange of 
opinion was indulged in between the1 


Commissioners and the Trustees, in- 
cluding strong suggestions, that the 
school department must practice the 
strictest economy in order to relieve 
the continued distress of the taxpayers 
in meeting the needed demands for 
carrying on State und county govern- 
ments as well aa the maintenance of 
public schools. 


Among other suggestions, tha Chair- 


man of the Board asked the Trustees 
if it would not ba advisable to consider 
the matter of ut leaat a sligbt reduc- 
tion of the salaries of the teachers and 
other employes of the school depart- 
ment during the present hard times 
The answer was thdt the matter would 
receive consideration and the delega- 
tion withdrew. 
' The Board then fixed the rate for 
general school purposes .it 22J£ cents 
on the $100, which was a" concession by 
way of increase of 2>£ cents1 over the 
levy of last year. 


The levy for all purposes was as fol- 


lows:

For State purposes, 90 cents on $100; 


general fund, 38 uents; indigent fund, 
If! cents; load fund, 15 cenia; salary 
fund, 10 cents; agricultural bond fund,

last year.

bond fund, 10 cents. Total, 95 cents. 


The rate for local purposes in Wads- 


worth was flxed at 15 cents. 


The matter of the County Hospital

W. H. Joy was employed at a fixed 


salary, and he is required to take full 
control of the hospital, subject to such 
rulos as may bo prescribed by the 
Board. 


This is a new departure from the 


custom long prevailing by which -the 
keeping of the poor was contracted to 
the lowest bidder, the Board believin-g 
this change would give better satisfac- 
tion without, materially increasing the 
general cost to the county.
